the “Timber Lakes Homeowners 
Association board, and the devel- 
oper, Veigh Cummings, to discuss 
how to keep people in the subdivi- 
sion safe in case of fire, and how 
wide the roads should be for the 
next phase of the development. 
Lee Roy Farrell, representing the 
county's engineering firm, Eckhoff, 
Watson & Preator, explained that in 
addition to the main road into Tim- 
ber Lakes, there are two bulldozed 
escape roads out of the west side. 
He said they both had crash gates— 
` wooden, locked gates that a vehicle 


can run through in case of emer- . 


gency—with metal gates behind 
them, on Cummings' private prop- 
erty. He said the metal gates had 
been locked, but Cummings said he 
unlocked them. 

One of the gates opens toward 
the subdivision, and has to be lifted 
to be opened, so that a vehicle es-

° Although an escape pian would 
designate the main road as an exit, 
that also is the only way for emer- 
gericy vehicles to enter. 3 

¢ The breakdown of a single ve- 
hicle on either the main road or an 
exit road could make the road un- 
passable by residents trying to leave 
or emergency vehicles trying to get 
in. 

¢ It would be natural for people
